In these days of crisis at home and abroad we should take stock of our schools 
and our educational system. It is no use talking glibly of education as a preparation 
for life if we are not clear in our own minds as to what we mean. The acquisition 
of subject matter and paper qualifications to enable the youngster to embark on 
a career is really of little significance in the world of the 70’s. What we know and 
teach in our schools today was out of date yesterday, and, if this is our concept of 
education as a preparation for life, we are failing miserably in our task. Surely the 
answer lies enigmatically in the very fickle and dynamic nature of the life for which 
we are preparing. 


We cannot hope to provide young men and women with a specialist knowledge 
required for their careers, nor should we strive for this unobtainable goal. As 
teachers ours is a two-fold task; on the one hand we must develop an awareness and 
resourcefulness that will enable the young adult to cope with the changing, develop- 
ing world; at the same time we must develop an appreciation of values and standards 
that have stood the test of time, and now more than ever before must be retained 
for solidarity and support. 


If this is the task of the teacher, as I believe it is, then our teachers must be 
men and women of the highest calibre, for only then will the future be secure. Our 
present teacher crisis must be seen against this background. It is not a numerical 
shortage, but a fall in calibre of the teacher at the very time when men and women 
of ability, integrity and character should be recruited to our schools in ever- 
increasing numbers. 


If our task is to prepare your children for life in this way you must give us 
young men and women of the very highest calibre to accomplish the task.

Careers 


I would like, first of all, to write about the New Careers Association that was 
formed towards the latter part of last year. 


It is progressing well and a number of interesting and informative meetings 
have been held and addressed by various able speakers from Commerce and 
Industry. 


Some of our members, during this Second Term were gratified to receive an 
invitation from the Chamber of Commerce and Industry, to meet their committee 
members, to discuss job opportunities for School Leavers. 


We were able to point out to them that another problem has now arisen for 
the career’s staff. That problem being the immediate call-up of school leavers on 
reaching the age of eighteen. 


This indeed, will cause further difficulties, as from now on, we will have to 
give advice for a year hence. However. one benefit is foreseen, as some school 
leavers in the middle and lower groups might make successful careers in the Forces. 


Much was discussed about the girls and again concern was expressed for the 
lower groups and the spheres of employment that were available to them. 


After a very worthwhile meeting, lasting for nigh on two hours, with much 
discussion on both sides, it was decided that A.R.N.I. would investigate this 
question further and that we would again meet in two months’ time for further 
consultation and discussion, with something definite to work on. 


To return to our own school, Mr. C. Poulsom and I carried out the Aptitude 
and Preference Tests on two Form 3 classes and two Form 4 classes. These we 
marked and collated the results on the appropriate forms for future reference. In 
all these tests we kept in touch with the Headmaster, with whom we consulted, both 
before and after. 


On Wednesday, 23rd July, 1975, a get-together with the parents of these pupils 
was arranged. It was gratifying to see a goodly number of parents join us for tea 
and a discourse given by the Headmaster, Mr. Gordon Todd. The number was 
in the region of 100; showing by their attendance an interest in what was being 
done to assist their sons towards an ultimate career on leaving school. 


We met the parents with a copy of their sons’ D.A.T. profile which they 
examined while the Headmaster explained its significance. After he had finished, 
the meeting was opened for questions. Then the three of us were available to inter- 
view parents for further personal advice on their sons’ future careers. Naturally, 
these had to be brief, because of the shortage of time. However, we did suggest 
that we would be available for further consultation at a convenient time, and when 
we had some examination results to compare with the D.A.T. profiles. 


We press forward, in spite of lack of time and adequate facilities, to give 
advice to school leavers who will soon be ready to embark on their life’s career. 


To this end we hope in the Third Term to put on a Careers Display directed 
mainly at the boys leaving with R.C.E. and “O” Level qualifications.

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Biology Tour to Botswana 


As possibly expected one of the main problems with an excursion of this 
nature was transport, and it did provide some anxious moments when we broke 
an engine mounting somewhere between Maun and Moreni, in countryside which 
can best be described as desolate, but somehow we seemed able to “come out’ of 
each incident quite safely. 

The start of the trip seemed somewhat gloomy as we headed off for “the 
bush” in cold, rainy weather, but it soon cleared and for the rest the only thing 
we needed to contend with were the bitterly cold nights and the very hot days. 

The object of the trip was to visit the Okovango River System and collect 
various animals, including bats, rats and fish, for the National Museum. The 
collecting of bats was not very successful as it was only at one locality that any 
were found. The specimens collected were all Nycteris thebaica (slit-faced bats). 
The method used to catch the bats was rather interesting. One of the boys 
dangled a piece of aluminium foil on a piece of string down the well in which they 
were hiding, and in their attempts to get out of the well they were netted. 

Amongst the collection of rats we had more success, those collected were 
Aethomys namaquensis, Praomys natalensis and Leggada minutoides, the first two 
being the most common. 

The collecting of fish was by far the most successful and most interesting. 
These we captured on the Botletle River, a river which seems to drain the swamps. 
In all 15 species were collected at the single site including 11 genera. Two of the 
specimens collected have proved very interesting; they are in the genus Haplo- 
chromis. However, their species seems to be in some doubt; they could be H. 
darlingi, but larger than any previous record. It is more likely that they represent 
a new species to the Okovango svstem or a new species to Science. 

Other than those specimens collected « large number of game species and 


birds was sighted. 
The trip, therefore, has been of considerable value to the distribution records of 
the National Museum and to scientific knowledge. T.A.

CRITIQUE 
TEAHOUSE OF THE AUGUST MOON by JOHN PATRICK 
DIRECTED BY R. TODD for ALLAN WILSON SCHOOL 


This amusing satire on American attempts to impose Western culture upon 
the age-old civilisation of the East following the “liberation” of Okinawa from the 
Japanese in World War II is admirably suited to groups with large potential casts; 
and in fact the last time I saw the play was when Repteens put it on some years 
ago. 

Its success depends largely upon the choice of the principal actors, the direction, 
far from easy with a large cast of supernumeraries and the settings and costumes. 

I am happy to be able to say that Allan Wilson’s Drama Group succeeds in 
all three aspects, and this Festival entry should acquit itself well. 

Mr. Todd’s production shows considerable imagination, sails effortlessly through 
the multiplicity of scenes, and is noteworthy for its team effort by the supporting 
cast, which includes a co-operative goat by the name of Angelo. 

In the leading role of Sakini, the Interpreter, Barry Cockroft handles a far 
from easy part with aplomb and acquits himself remarkably well. 

In the comic figure of Colonel Purdy, who reads adventure story comics and 
hopes to end the war a general, the choice of George Venturas could hardly have 
been bettered. The bombastic blusterings of this stocky young man did much for 
this production. 

Joy Grobbelaar as Lotus Blossom, the Geisha girl, gave a pleasing performance, 
and, in the Teahouse scene, danced with vivacity. 

Simon Cooper plays Captain Frisby, the young misfit officer who is saddled 
with the job of civilisnmg an Okinawan village, and does so with an appealing 
earnestness, backed by the M.O. sent to report on him, played by Brett Moser in 
a pleasing performance. 

Of the minor parts, I liked particularly Roland Hill’s Oshira, Tony Jelliman’s 
Sergeant Gregovich (a lively intoxication cameo), and Angela Granger’s perky 
Miss Higa Jiga. 

The sets, built by Mr. W. Schoultz, assisted by Mr. Trower and team, and 
the costumes by Mrs. Cunliffe, Mrs. Yeo and Mrs. Maguire are most praiseworthy.

This season there has been tremendous progress in the sport. With the success 
achieved in the Rhodesian Open Championships last year it was decided to enter 
competitively into South African Schools regattas. Accordingly in October, 1974, 
Washington and Falcone flew to Johannesburg to attend the General Smuts 
Regatta on the Vaal River at Vereeniging. In the Junior Open Sculls event Douglas 
Washington was narrowly beaten by Paul Cavalieri of King Edward School, an 
unbeaten champion. Washington unfortunately steered into some buoys near the 
finish, whilst level with his opponent. Falcone was placed fifth. 

At the beginning of 1975 after preparation during camps in the Christmas 
holidays, several new crews were put on the water. Fitzgerald’s crew looked very 
promising and it was pleasing to have Under 16, 15 and 14 crews ready although 
there was no local competition for them. Our aim was to compete in all age groups 
in the South African Schools Championships. In order to hire a bus economically 
we had to prepare enough crews. We entered four Under 18 crews in the Ist, 
2nd, 3rd and 4th schools tours and in addition our three younger crews. It was dis- 
covered that Rod Harman, the ex-Jeppe coach, was teaching at Prince Edward 
and he hastily prepared a crew to complete the party. After a great deal of 
training and with much trepidation we arrived in South Africa. 

There were more than 460 schoolboys entered in the championships from the 
best school crews. There were as many as twenty crews per event and standards 
seemed alarmingly high against our inexperience. However, we did better than 
expected. Our “A” crew eliminated Selborne in the heats and came sixth in the 
final of the schools ist fours event, and in the schools 4th fours, Fitzgerald’s crew 
came fifth whicn was wonderful as this was their first term’s rowing. Washington 
was second in the Junior Open Sculls, after allowing his rival, Paul Cavalieri, to 
slip away from him at the 400 metre buoys. No crew disgraced us and in the 
Provincial Eights our “A” and “B” crew combined for their first race to represent 
Rhodesia and came third, two lengths behind Border. The eight which we had 
put on the water for the beginning of the season had proved its worth as a training 
boat. We really did appreciate the efforts of Hunyani Rowing Club members, Mr. 
Klaus Balzer, who helped train the eight, and Mr. Mike Barton, Fitzgerald’s crew. 

On Sunday, April 13th, an inaugural Allan Wilson Regatta over a new 
distance of 1000 metres was held at Mazoe Dam. We received very favourable 
reports thanks to the good competition, and the willing help of our parents’ 
committee who had been recruited for the occasion, and assistance from Hunyani 
Rowing Club members. 

In the April-May holidays we sent three scullers to the Transvaal champion- 
ships and then a contingent of ten oarsmen to the South African National Cham- 
pionships. Washington achieved the highest honour by becoming the South African 
and Transvaal Junior champion. Morris was third in the Transvaal champion- 
ships; and Martin third in the South African Championships with Barnes fourth. 
It was most rewarding achieving these successes as the scullers in our “A” crew 
had worked hard over the years and were all in their third season of rowing. 
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After another camp we entered crews in the University Whitsun Regatta. also in the 
holiday. Washington and Barnes established new Rhodesian records over 2 000 
metres and | 500 metres respectively. 

In the Second Term, 1975, Prince Edward entered fully into the rowing scene 
and put seven crews on the water, whilst Marlborough had trained four crews by 
the end of the term. It was wonderful for our younger oarsmen to have local 
competition from other schools instead of senior oarsmen. Marlborough showed 
their worth by producing the best U.14 crew and Prince Edward the best U.16 
crew in the league regattas. 

During the course of the season, by the time we have entered the Rhodesian 
Championships on August 17th, Allan Wilson crews will have competed in regattas 
over 24 week-ends. It has been a long, hard season where our crews have done 
remarkably well in competition with local senior clubs. Blagus, O’Rourke and 
Earle and Reitz have all proved to be capable scullers. Obviously with the heavy 
programme full regatta results cannot be published as in previous years. We are 
looking forward to the Rhodesian Championships during the first week-end of the 
August holidays when King Edward, Jeppe, St. Stithians and Park Town schoolboys 
from the Transvaal will visit us in Salisbury. 

On July 20th a sponsored row was organised under the chairmanship of Mr. 
Ohnemus of the Rhodesian Rowing Association. Over $800 is in the process of 
being collected to help purchase equipment. This year Mr. Webster and Mr. 
West’s department have given valuable assistance in making seats and riggers for 
the eight, and we have purchased a new sculling kit and oars for our boats. The 
scull alone costs over $600 to land here. Messrs. Barnes and Shand have once 
again given exemplary service as officials for local regattas in which we have 
entered. We look forward to the new season as rowing is growing. FJD.

Undoubtedly, the greatest problem facing the authorities concerned with the 
housing of the urban Africans is their ever-increasing numbers. In spite of the 
efforts of civil administrators, more and more tribesmen are seeking the bright 
city lights and adding to what the experts have coined as the “influx control” 
problem. However, Rhodesia’s burgeoning African townships are now providing 
the basic requirements for Rhodesia’s expanding urban African population. 


The first African urban area was formed in the year 1897 when Salisbury 
was proclaimed a Municipality, an area of over four hundred and sixty-eight 
hectares, about four kilometres from the town was set aside. It was originally 
known as a Compound, and later in 1907 a “Native Location” called “Ma Tank’ 
by the population. In 1946 the African Administration Department was formed. 
Its function was, and still is, to provide housing, welfare and all facilities for the 
Africans who were in bona fide employment in the Municipal area. In January, 
1947, the area known as Harare was proclaimed a Township. (Today it is the 
largest one containing some 60 405 persons). The Government gave the go-ahead 
for further townships to be built and today there are no less than ten townships 
around Salisbury. In July, 1971, by Government decree, a Greater Salisbury area 
was formed (incorporating the nine peri-urban Management Boards). The 
management of all the townships was vested in this new entity which became 
responsible for the 850 000 residents therein. 


Those already living in these townships are fortunate. Their dwellings are 
modest, but clean and airy. Housing which has refuse removal, sewerage disposal, 
street lighting, paved roads, piped water, electricity, entertainment, sporting and 
health centres. However, Rhodesia’s new and expanding industries demand 
a large amount of cheap, unskilled labour. As a result, Africans from the 
Tribal Trust Lands flock to the city to seek work. Unfortunately the growth in 
the number of houses within the townships has not been able to keep pace with 
the number of Africans entering. Once an African has been employed, he has to 
go to the African Administration Department to register; and his name is put down 
on a very long waiting list. Until accommodation for the African is available in 
the townships, he has to find a dwelling some other place through his own accord. 


The building of African houses goes on ceaselessly all year around. The town- 
ships are being continually expanded but, again at the present moment, the 
lack of foreign currency is hindering any significant development. The Public 
Relations Officer at the African Administration Department in Harare said that a 
new township was under construction just south of St. Mary’s township, which 
itself is about twelve kilometres south of Salisbury. He said that this new one 
should clear the backlog of people awaiting accommodation. Another step the 
Government has taken to try and alleviate the chronic situation is to encourage 
decentralization in industrial circles — that is to encourage new industries to start 
up well outside the major cities and near to the railway line. 


Once an African is placed in a township his problems may not be all over. 
The townships are situated well outside the city centre and European areas; for 
example Highfield is eleven kilometres from the city. Kambuzuma the same, 
Marimba Park and St. Mary’s are both twelve kilometres away, while Mabvuku 
and Glen Norah are fifteen kilometres away. In very many cases the African is 
working on the opposite side of town and has to get up extremely early in the 
morning to arrive at work on time. However, the authorities have provided each 
township with fast, efficient public transport, namely buses, and also bus services 
to the Tribal Areas. Occasionally, instances occur where an African, for example, 
is living in Mabvuku township, to the east of Salisbury, and is employed at a place 
situated near Dzivaroskwa township well to the west and vice versa. The African 
in Mabvuku may take his case to the administrator who will deal with it sympa- 
thetically. and if a person in Dzivarosekwa is willing to change they may do so. 
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In the early days of townships, much of the accommodation was designed for 
the itinerant labourer who returned to his tribal home after a short stay in the 
city. The family usually lived in a village and the labourer’s own housing needs 
were simple. Today, as a result of the ever encroaching influence of the Europeans, 
many urban Africans are sophisticated. Many more are regarded as skilled or 
semi-skilled and valued employees, and the majority of them spend most of their 
working life in the urban environment. Because home, to many, no longer means 
the thatched kraal, urban home-ownership schemes have become increasingly 
popular, while for unmarried people, the authorities followed the trend elsewhere ; 
that of providing single accommodation in modern flat-like hostels. 


As the urban African does become more sophisticated he is going to want to 
live in houses of European standards. At the moment there is only one township 
catering for those who have reached that kind of sophistication— Marimba Park, 
the “Beverley Hills” of African townships. Here an acre of land is selling at five 
hundred and thirty dollars and some stands with a house on them can cost up to 
fifty-two thousand dollars! At present it contains only five hundred and twelve 
persons. As more and more Africans become wealthy, this could provide a future 
source of problems The building industry has already been severely affected by 
the present economic crisis and those who will be hardest hit will be the Africans 
not the Europeans. Thus houses of standards as seen in Marimba Park will no 
longer be built. 


So far the problems of housing the African domestic servant have not been 
discussed. On the majority of European plots small dwelling places, commonly 
known as “kias” have been erected. An inspector from the African Administration 
Department checks each one to see for how many people it is suitable. Thus if 
it has been declared suitable for one, and more than one domestic servant has 
been hired, the others have to find accommodation elsewhere. Many African 
servants have ignored this ruling and have brought families to the “kia” and this has 
often resulted in cruel evictions by the inspectors. 


Thus to sum up, the greatest problem facing the authorities is this un- 
checked flow of Africans into the urban areas from the tribal areas. Townships 
have not been able to keep up with the pace and as a result there is a long list of 
Africans awaiting accommodation. The building of houses, both modest and 
exclusive, and hostels has been hindered by the present economic situation. 


As in other parts of Africa, the pattern of life for Rhodesia’s emergent tribes- 
men is constantly changing; when he embraces the dubious benefits of the twentieth 
centurv in town and cities his life takes on a new dimension. It has been going on 
a long time, and it has now created a large, settled middle-class urban African 
society. Free from the squalor of slums, remote from the drabness of modern 
apartment blocks that exist elsewhere, Rhodesia’s urban Africans can accept and 
even welcome his new environment. 


Housing shortages have become endemic and the challenge now lies in the 
future. The question is, can Rhodesia ever provide sufficient housing for its urban 
masses? No one can be sure of the answer, but no one will doubt that Rhodesia 
will try.

SOUTH AFRICAN NATIONAL YACHT REGATTA 


Towards the end of the first term my brother and I were fortunate enough 
to be selected to sail for Rhodesia in a team racing event against South Africa. 
The event was to be held prior to the National Regatta in False Bay, Cape ‘Town, 
and due to the fact that we had to tow boats down, we were forced to travel by 
road. 

The trip took three days and was punctuated by motor car problems. We 
finally arrived, however, after travelling through the beautiful, sparsely populated 
Karroo, and the polluted suburban areas of Pretoria and Johannesburg. The trip 
was really tedious due to the enforced fifty mile per hour speed limit wihch neces- 
sitated long periods of non-stop driving. We arrived in Cape Town in the early 
hours of Good Friday. This was very frustrating as it was impossible to get 
organised for the team racing which was scheduled to start on Saturday. 

The team racing was cancelled however, owing to gale force winds, and so 
the first few days were spent watching cricket at Newlands. This gave us time to 
relax and recuperate before the start of the National Regatta on the following 
Tuesday. My brother arrived from Llewellin Barracks over the week-end and 
although we managed to get a few days’ practice before the regatta, it was in- 
sufficient. ‘This was shown in the following races when we were beaten by people 
who had been practising at False Bay for a period of over four weeks. 

The regatta was attended by over six hundred yachtsmen, and although the 
launching of their boats ran very efficiently, the shore facilities were grossly in- 
adequate for this number of yachtsmen plus the added number of spctators who 
had come down to Cape Town from all over South Africa for the Cape Festival, 
which coincided with the regatta. 

The regatta spanned five days - - starting on Tuesday and ending on Saturday 
— and was opened by the Mayor of Simonstown, with other prominent dignatories, 
in the Navy Drill Hall which was adjacent to the False Bay Yacht Club. The prize- 
giving was also held there at three o'clock on Saturday afternoon and was honoured 
by the presence of Mr. Koornhof, South Africa’s Minister of Sport. 

The weather was not really suitable, as the first three days were dominated 
by the presence of a powerful South-easter, and the remaining two days were 
troubled by light winds. In the Fireball Class in which I was sailing, there were 
approximately ninety boats competing, and surprisingly the first four places in the 
final result were all occupied by South Africans, whereas the class has previously 
been dominated by Rhodesians. The competition was extremely fierce and this 
was shown by the fact that the top South African contender for the World Cham- 
pionships later this year, only came tenth overall. The Fireball is a very popular 
two-man yacht throughout the world and this is probably due to the fact that it is 
easy to build, and easy to control. Most Fireballs are made out of wood, but our 
Fireball which sailed in the 1973 ‘Worlds’, was made out of fibreglass and was 
the only one of its kind at the regatta. 

Our performance was generally disappointing as we only achieved our true 
potential in the last race. In the first race we came thirty-third, and this was 
mainly attributed to the fact that I had not sailed with my brother for a period of 
five months. 

We retired in the second race because of broken equipment, and in each of the 
next two races we managed to come twenty-third. This was not bad considering 
the fleet consisted of ninety boats, with the wind blowing in the region of thirty 
to thirty-five knots and the waves fifteen feet in height. In fact, at times, it 
became impossible to see any other boats, because of the height of the waves. In 
the last race we finished eighth after being fourth for the majority of the race. 
This race was extremely satisfying because the person who won the regatta 
overall only managed to come eleventh in this race. I attributed our success to 
the use of a different mainsail, and the added practice of the previous race. 
Rhodesians also competed in a variety of other classes with the best result being 
achieved in the Contender Class where Brian Pierce-Fleming came second overall. 

Although the regatta had been enjoyable, I was pleased to return home, only 
to be hit with the frightful realisation that I would have to attend school the next 
day.
